SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Prudential Committee, B. F. Terrill. Summer term, taught by 
Miss Clara R. Hutchinson. Miss H. is an inexperienced teacher, but 
succeeded very well on the whole. She seemed to take especial 
pains with the smaller scholars. All were quiet and orderly, and 
made some adyancement in their studies. . 

Winter term, Mr. O. E. Kingsbury, teacher. Mr. Kingsbury is a 
teacher well fitted for his vocation. He possesses a thorough knowl- 
edge of the branches taught, with the faculty of imparting it to oth- 
.ers, Which combined with ready tact for governing his pupils, ren- 
ders him one of our most efficient teachers. The examination showed 
the pleasing results of earnest, practical work on the part of both 
teacher and pupils. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Prudential Committee, C. H. Ford. There was but one term dur- 
ing the year, taught by Miss Bertha M. Flanders. Miss F. seemed 
to gain the good will of her scholars and to give satisfaction to all 
concerned. There was good progress made in all the branches pur- 
sued, and particularly in mathematics. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Prudential Committe, Dudley Folsom. Teacher, Miss Adell P. 
Kimball. Under Miss K’s instruction all made fair, and some rapid 
progress in their studies. Altogether it was a well disciplined, prof- 
itable school. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Prudential Committee, Charles E. Kemp. First term taught by 
Miss Laura R. Sanborn, and with her usual acceptance and success, 
so far as we could ascertain. 
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Second term, by Miss Emma J. Barnard. At our first visit the dis- 
cipline was good, and all seemed interested. But at our last, we re- 
gret to say, that some scholars seemed impatient of school-room re- 
straint, and manifested indifference in regard to their studies. Others 
_ seemed attentive and showed that progress had been made. Miss B. 
evidently tried to meet all demands, but not with that entire success 
we hoped for at the first. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Prudential Committee, Henry Smith. One term, taught by Miss 
Sarah A. Reid, an experienced, and we should think an able teacher, 
judging from the appearance of the school at our visit. Owing to its 
sudden close on account of sickness being prevalent, we made but 
one visit and consequently are unable to report the progress made. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Prudential Committee, John Chellis. One term only. Taught by 
Miss Alice M. Barber. The school was short and the attendance 
very irregular. Probably owing to this, there was not that marked 
improvement that might otherwise have been attained. Miss B. 
seemed to labor earnestly for the good of the school, but there can 
never be that real dive interest where absences are so frequent. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Prudential Committee, Furber G. Dimond. Summer and Winter 
terms in one school. Teacher. O. E. Kingsbury. Mr. K. is a supe- 
rior teacher, working with that system, care and faithfulness that 
thoroughly utilizes the time spent in the school-room. Judging from 
what we have heard the people in No. 7 say, they were much pleased 
with the school, as indeed we think they had reason to be.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


In closing the report, we wish to make some comments and sug- 
gestions in regard to the school and school matters. For the past 
year the majority of our committee have adopted the plan of having 
the summer and winter schools in one term. It seems to work to 
advantage and we would commend this arrangement, though we 
think the schools should commence early for the convenience of the 
smaller scholars. Our school fund is much smaller than it was for- 
merly, and in this way we derive the most benefit from the money 
expended. The change of teachers is less frequent this placing the 
schooling for the year in the charge of the same teacher. We have 
usually practiced hiring a new teacher every term, but this is a dis- 
advantage, for it takes a new teacher the best part of a short term of 
school to thoroughiy acquaint themselves with the peculiarities, needs 
and abilities of their scholars. If fortunate enough to secure the ser- 
vices of an earnest, successful teacher, they should be retained as' 
long as possible. The selection of teachers is a matter of first im- 
portance and depends mainly upon the prudential committees. No 
applicant should be engaged without regard for their fitness, simply 
because they apply or because they will work cheap. ‘Good things 
must be paid for,” pertinently remarks one, and certainly a small 
amount of good instruction is better than a much greater that is 
third-rate. - There is a mistaken idea prevailing that it does not re- 
quire so much skill and experience to teach small scholars and com- 
mon school studies, as the higher branches. True, it does not take 
‘so much book-knowledge to teach reading and arithmetic as algebraic 
geometry, but the former may be as imperfectly taught as the latter, 
and to much greater disadvantage. Bad habits are hard to correct, 
and if children in the first years of school life are allowed to go care- 
lessly and superficially over their studies, this method of work will 
be likely to cling to them in after life. We contend that if ever 
scholars need to be carefully taught and trained, it is at the start and 
in the rudiments, that the foundation may be sound. In all studies, 
and in arithmetic especially, great care should be taken that every 
step be made plain and familiar, and a practical application made of 
the rules and principles. As a general thing there is not enough at- 
tention given to mental calculation. To be able to reckon rapidly 
and correctly in the head, will be found very useful indeed, as most 
minor business transactions are settled in this way. 3 

But a small proportion of the children that attend our common 
schools will have any other educational advantages. With the qual- 
ifications here received, whether good or bad, they will go out to the 


business of life. Their success will depend largely upon their intel- 
lectual and moral training, for surely if there is any dependence to 
be placed in what we see, hear and read, there is a certain connec- 
tion between the training of children and their future character and 
conduct. There should be culture of the heart as well as of the mind. 
With book-knowledge should also be taught the.value of a noble, 
moral character. Parents, teachers, and all interested, should CO0-Op- 
erate in this work, If this principle were fully carried out, prosper- 
ity would attend us largely as individuals and as a nation, for the 
future of our country depends on the intelligence and morality of its 
citizens. In the past year, some very creditable work has been ac- 
complished in our schools, though the irregular attendance has been 
a great hindrance. Until parents correct this evil our schools can - 
never be what they should be. We have taken pains to introduce 
one series of text books through the schools in town. Appleton’s 
Readers, Histories and Geographies have been adopted for a term of 
three years. We trust those purchasing books on those subjects will 
patronize that firm, as they have sacrificed considerable to introduce 
their books. The committee will doubtless keep a supply on hand. 

We are sorry to find fault, but several of the teachers have failed 
to fill the blanks in the registers in conformity to the law, thereby 
causing great inconvenience, as we are obliged to return statistics 
trom the same to the State Superintendent and this year to the Cen- 
sus Bureau. We hope they will be more careful in the future. 

Extending our thanks to all with whom we have been connected 
in this work, we respectfully submit this report.
